THE MIRTHQUAKE 

Immensely Successful Vulcan Fun 
Enterprise. i 

The “Mirthquake” was well named, 
and yo the limit produced the millions 
of joy. Publicity and the exceeding 
great assistance of the weather man, 
who gave generously of rain at the 
right time, to give promise of good 
crops and raise to a high pitch the 
spirit of the people, were contributing 
factors to the one hundred per cent 
success of the greatest entertainment 
enterprise ever undertaken in Vulcan. 
Truly it was wonderfully promoted by 
the Citizens’ Band and with enthusi¬ 
asm and cash supported by everybody. 

It had the p roportions of an earth¬ 
quake, with the results reversed to 
mirth and merriment, and the noise 
of joyous thousands reverberated to 
the furthermost points of the terri¬ 
tory. It was indeed a carnival, street 
fair, bazaar and everything else, all- 
in-one, and there was no limit to the 
speed. The daily, papers that have re¬ 
ported the event have likened it to the 
midway at Coney Island and a rival 
of Palm Beach. And-it was all of this. 

The municipal skating rink, new 
only a year ago, was an ideal place for 
such an affair, and brilliantly lighted 
day and bight was resplendant in the 
colors of flags and banners, fancy 
caps, bunting and ribbon, and the fix¬ 
ings which adorned the twenty ori 
more booths .which were manned and 
managed altogether by our own men 
and women, all young and gay again 
for a day or two, and at which the 
people took a chance on a blanket or 
a basket, risked a dime on a ham or 
a box of candy, and the merry throng 
scrambled to win a cupie doll or take 
away a parasol. It was one grand 
melee, all the folks gone fun mad, 
where the music of the dance orches¬ 
tra had to divide with the barkers 
who had pink lemonade for sale and 
the fellow who was disposing of hot- 
dogs and ice cream. It was difficult 
for friends to recognize each other, 
for many there were who went about 
wearing hats and things of an unusual 
kind and with a huge nose or a mus¬ 
tache or something of the sort, and as 
they justled around in the multitude, 
they perhaps had bundles under their 
arms—prizes they had .won— and big 
men tooted little horns, and boys and 
girls carried balloons and with squak- 
ers and endless devices made all the 
noise they could. It was one of the 
things can be better imagined than de¬ 
scribed. But boy, it was great! Then 
there were the comedy cops, the coons 
and the clowns, all contributing to 
high pressure hilarity, and. there was 
not one that is not the better for the 
nonsense that is now and then relished 
by the best of men. 

At the end of the avenue which on 
this occasion was known as Jollity, 
there was the board walk where 
young and old promenaded and per¬ 
formed the contortions of the present 
day dances for hours and hours at a 
dime a time and to the music of the 
Jollyboy’s orchestra. This feature 
had a great play and was immensely 
popular. 

There was a bank in connection with 
the great affair, known as the Bank 
of Mirth, different from other banks, 
where you put in one dollar and got 
back a hundred, and conspicuous signs 
stated the unlimited capital of the in¬ 
stitution and advised that it had no 
connection with the Home Bank. Just 
across the way from this money mark¬ 
et was a place operated more or less 
on the q.t, a notice reading “tie your 
wife outside” being displayed on the 
door. There was a telegraph service, 
and'a busy bunch of boys delivered 
messages to and from the merrymak¬ 
ers, and every message added to the 
fun. There were one hundred and one 
other things that space in the paper 
does not permit of a report. 

The platform program on the first 
night included boxing bouts by local 
boys, which were scrappy and peppy 
events, and got a big hand from a 
large crowd. On the second day a 
class from the Calgary Y.M.C.A. put 
on a couple of performances, consist¬ 
ing of acrobatic stunts and statue pos¬ 
ing, and they were exceedingly fine. 

The drawing of the grand prize, a 
$350 radio set, stopped the whole show 
for a time. Stubs of the thousands of 
admission tickets that had been prev¬ 
iously sold were put into a chum and 
a little child did mix them. Then the 
lid was removed and the youthful lady 
took out the ticket that determined 
the winner, and it proved to be Mrs. 
George Ryan, who resides some fifteen 
miles out north of Vulcan. 

The chief feature of the entire event 
was the crowning of the Mirthquake 
Queen, which was performed in a 
pleasing maiWr by His Worship May¬ 
or Butchart. For weeks the support¬ 
ers of the four candidates had been 
securing votes for their favorite by 
the sale and purchase of admission 
tickets, and the record of the pole 
from day to day posted in the post 
gradually increased the interest which 
reached the peak whn the pole closed 
at ten b*block on Monday night. When

Beautiful in its simplicity and im¬ 
pressively patriotic was the flag rais- 
[ ing ceremonial on Sunday morning. 
The early quiet of- the Sabbath was 
propitious for the playing of national 
and patriotic airs by the band, which 
they certainly rendered in fine style, 
and as they marched and played the 
citizens in numbers assembled at th 
street square where stands a big gun 
that constantly reminds us of the pat¬ 
riotism and valor and victory of the 
men of the Empire, surely a suitable 
place for the holding of the event such 
as this describes. The ceremonial was 
conducted by Mayor Butchart, and 
following the singing of “The Maple 
Leaf,” “0 Canada" Land “Rule Brit- 
tania,” with band accompaniment, His 
Worship addressed the assembly in 
these words: 

“Ladies and gentlemen.—Today we 
are met bo commemorate and cele¬ 
brate what is known to us all as Vic¬ 
toria Day. This is a day distinctly 
peculiar to the British Empire inas¬ 
much that it was established to per¬ 
petuate the reign of that great and 
good queen Victoria. Eighty eight 
years ago there ascended to the Brit¬ 
ish throne a young girl who by her 
statesmanship, wise counsel, good 
rule and peace loving qualities, was 
destined to become one of the greatest 
figures in the history of the world. 
During her reign the number of Do¬ 
minion and States that were in var¬ 
ious parts of the Empire were brought 
together and the various component 
parts welded into what is known to¬ 
day as the British Empire of which 
we as "Canadian are proud to have a 
representative part. For more than 
60 years did Victoria reign and in to¬ 
ken of respect, reverence and esteem 
for her deeds, May 24 her birthday 
was dedicated as a public holiday 
throughout the Empire, to perpetuate 
her memory for all time, and has 
since been commemorated as Victoria 
Day. 

This year Vulcan, in connection with 
other forms of celebration and enjoy¬ 
ment, has taken up a flag raising cere¬ 
monial, The British flag so widely, 
known, that flag under which so many 
millions of the world’s population live 
and which has such a glorious history 
for our people, that flag of freedom 
and valour that represents the consti¬ 
tution or government under which we 
live shall be displayed, not only from 
our public buildings and places, but 
on our-streets and elsewhere in token 
of our pride and respect for the flag 
under which we as Canadians are 
proud to live. And so in the midst'of 
our pleasures let this emblem remind 
us as a people of our duties to God 
and' our country, let it refresh our 
minds of the ideals that our soldiers 
foq^jht for and maintained in the 
Great War in which so many fell, that 
the grand old flag and its principles 
might live. > 

Let it be a greater incentive for our 
patriotism as citizens of Canada and 
by display and recoril bring up in our 
rising generation that love of country 
and constitution and thereby tend to 
maintain the traditions of our race 
and assist in the closer union of the 
people.’’ 

When the Mayor had concluded his 
address, the National Anthem was 
rendered by band anil people, and then 
the town bell rang as a signal and in 
unison hundreds of flags appeared, 
and these included thc'large new flags 
that went up for the first time on the 
poles at the two public parks, those 
on the business places and homes, and 
the regular rows oh the streets which 
were provided by the uniform street 
decoration scheme recently adopted by 
the Citizens and promoted by the War 
Veterans. Never were there so many 
flags on view in Vulcan, and never did 
the town look prettier, and citizens 
are justly proud of their enterprise in 
this particular, and the visitors who 
were in town on the holiday were fil 
led with admiration and generous with 
their praise. The flag idea is a cap¬ 
ital one, and the feremoniAl in this 
connection was certainly impressive 
and beautiful.

tendance proved the value of the at¬ 
traction. The game itself did not 
prove so good. Ensign, with a good 
line-up, seemed to be unable to get the 
best out of their men. • Everything 
seemed to go bad with the losers, 
while luck would appear to he always 
on the side of the host team. The 
score was sixteen to four, and just 
about indicates the play. Ensign used 
three pitchers and put some of them 
in twice to try and chase the jinx that 
followed them that day, while Willard 
I-ove went well the whole way for Red 
Cross. It is not taking credit from Red 
Cross to say that Ensign did not per¬ 
form up to their capabilities on this 
occasion, and there are some far bet¬ 
ter games in this bunch than they pro.

The Canadian people are not in a

Their wails are 
without justification. In the first place 
they declined to accept the offer of the 
government. In the second place the 
government accepted their suggestion 
for arbitration. The arbitation went 
against the Grand Trunk shareholders, 
and there have been wailing ever since. 
The transaction -in slightly involved, 
but Canadians ^should aquaint • them¬ 
selves with the details, to assure them¬ 
selves of the unfairness of the charges 
that the British newspapers are mak¬ 
ing. The Grand Trunk railway stock 
was divided into these five groups:

First Pref. stock, 5%..... 3,420,000 

Second Pref. stock, 6%.... 2,630,000 

Third Pref. stock, 4%. 7,168,056

In Toronto the other day a young 
man threw acid on the face and neck 
of his young wife. It was a case of 
a hasty marriage. He was of a jeal¬ 
ous disposition and separation fol¬ 
lowed. The wife was earning her own 
living, but he would not cease annoy¬ 
ing her. His cowardly nature worked 
out the scheme to disfigure her. The 
way to reach that young man and give 
him a lasting impression is to add to 
his sentence a dose of the cat-o-nine- 
tails. Corporal punishment is tlje..qne 
thing that the criminal and toward 
dreads. If its use were more general 
it would go a long way toward elimin¬ 
ating the criminal tendencies that are 
so prevalent in the younger men of 
today. Where this method of punish¬ 
ment has been tried there has been a 
marked diminution of crime.

The government in taking over the 
stock of the railway, which was bank¬ 
rupt, agreed to pay a sum which 
eventually would amount to $3,600,000 
the payment to be made for all time. 
The sum represented the average 
amount set aside for dividends by the 
Grand Trunk for ten years prior to 
1916. This sum would have enabled 
the Grand Trunk to pay 3 1-3 per cent 
on the first stock, 3 per cent on the 
next two, and two per cent on the 
fourth. There would be nothing on 
the common stock, which had not paid 
a dividend for 70 years. The share 
holders of the Grand Trunk declined 
the offer and after certain negotiations 
agreed that if the government would 
pay four per cent on the first stock, 
they would submit the value of the 
other stock to arbitration. The gov¬ 
ernment accepted the offer. The arbi¬ 
trators found that the other stock had 
no value. That is the story told brief¬ 
ly and as plainly as possible. It is 
doubtful if Canada would not have 
shared better and the shareholders 
worse, if the Canadian government 
had permitted the railway to go bank 
rupt in the regular manner. 

There is nothing at all discreditable 
in the transaction as far as the Cana¬ 
dian government is concerned. 
Canada played the game fairly. The 
Grand Trunk shareholders are making 
all this demonstration, against the de¬ 
cision of the referee, such referee be¬ 
ing appointed in regular fashion, and 
with their sanction. 


A citizen of the Niagara Falls Pen¬ 
insula has contributed a letter to the 
Niagara Falls Review that has con¬ 
siderable humor, but more truth than 
humor:—I am unable to send you the 
check asked for. I have been held up, 
held down, sand-bagged, walked on, 
sat on, flattened out and squeezed. 
First by the Canadian Government for 
federal taxes, war tax, excess profits 
tax, victory loan bonds, thrift stamps, 
capital stock tax, merchants, license 
and auto tax, and by every society 
and organization the inventive mind 
of man can invent to extract what I 
may or may not possess. I have been 
solicited by the Society of St. John 
the Baptist, the Women’s Relief, the 
Navy League, the Red Cross, the 
Black Cross, the Double Cross, the 
Children’s Home, the Y.M.C.A., Y.W. 
C.A., Boy Scouts, thp Jewish Relfef, 
and the Hospital in town, and then on 
the top of it all comes the Associated 
Charitie's and Salvation Army The 
government has so governed my busi- 
jness that I do not know who owns it. 
I am inspected, suspected, examined, 
re-examined, informed, required and 
commanded So I don’t know who I 
am, where I am or why I .am here. 
All I know is that I am supposed to be 
an inexhaustible supply of money for 
every known need, desire or hope of 
the human race, and because I will not 
sell all I have and go out and beg or 
steal money to give away, I have' been 
cussed, discussed, boycotted, talked to, 
talked about, lied about, held up, 
hung up,, robbed and nearly ruined, 
and the only reason I am clinging to 
life is to see what is coming next. 


Soviet Concessions have been made 
to the Russian peasantry by agreeing 
■to allow them to employ laborers on 
their farms. Heretofore.peasants were 
forbidden to engage such labor be¬ 
cause of the Government’s belief that 
this might lead to the accumulation of 
large .areas of land in the hands of 
certain peasants.

ABOUT YOUR EGGS 

Many families, even of farmers and 
other poultry keepers, have few eggs 
to use from October to February, 
when prices are high. It would be 
easy for them to preserve and store 
as many as required, if they would 
but$£ake the trouble to do so. In order 
to secure information regarding the 
best methods of preserving eggs, an 
experiment was started in 1916 at the 
Cap Rouge Experimental Station. 
Eight methods were tested: 1, wrap¬ 
ping in paper and leaving undisturbed; 
2, wrapping in paper and turning 
daily; 3, packing in oats; 4, packing 
in sawdust; 6, Compose Gaulin; 6, 
Armstrong paste; 7, lime water; 8 
waterglass. It was soon found that 
tl)e two best methods by far, were the 
lime water and the waterglass. These 
have been continued to date and very 
little difference has been found,though 
different lots of eggs are tested each 
year by the Dominion Chemist and the 
Dominion Poultry Husbandman, at 
Ottawa, and by the Superintendent of 
the Cap Rouge ExeprimentaJ Station. 
Best Methods—Use one pound of good 
freshly burnt quicklime to five gallons 
of water. Slake the lime with a small 
quantity of water, just about enough 
to cover it, and then stir the milk thus 
formed into the water. Keep well 
stirred for a few hours, allow to set¬ 
tle, and pour the saturated water ov¬ 
er the. eggs. With waterglass, use 
about four pounds in ten gallons of 
water. General advice—All eggs 
should be perfectly fresh and, if pos¬ 
sible, from flocks having no male 
birds. The eggs should be completely 
immersed during the whole period of 
preservation, and the vessel should be 
kept covered. The best tempeiature, 
though jiot absolutely necessary, is 
from 40.0 to 46.0 F. 


PLANS FOR THE DRIVE 


Directors of the three pOols will 
meet in Edmonton Wednesday next to 
complete plans for the membership 
drive. Each of the seven divisions of 
the province represented by a director 
in each pool v.-ill be divided into dis¬ 
tricts, and a director placed in charge 
of each district, which will be thor¬ 
oughly organized, with captains ii; 
charge of the canvassers, of which 
there are now about 400 appointed for 
the province. The director in charge 
of each district will cover the territory 
a week before the drive starts, ap¬ 
pointing captains and arranging for 
the hails for meetings. More than 30(1 
of the 600 meetings to be held have 
already been arranged for, and the 
advertising of these meetings will 
commence shortly. Auto stickers are 
also being provided to advertise the 
dates of the drive. The Joint Organi¬ 
zation Committee is now making its 
headquarters in Edmonton until the 
completion of the drive on June 28th.

INTERESTING ITEMS 

Over 7,200 acres, of sugar beets 
have been signed up for the new beet 
sugar factory at Raymond according 
to reports from Lethbridge. 

High blood pressure, one of the 
worst conditions to be overcome by 
modern medical science, has at last 
been controlled by a new liver extract 
discovered by Dr. W. J. Macdonald, of 
St. Catharines. 

Between 8,000 and 9,0(H) tons of 
coal are being mined daily now in the 
(nines of the Crow’s Nest Pass. The 
two mines at Coleman, the mine at 
Blairmore and Bellevue are R apidly 
striking their stride, the output there 
being five to 'six thousand tons. At 
the Fernie mines the daily output is 
approximately 3,000 tons. There is 
only one mine in the district not work¬ 
ing. 

An effort will beTnade this year to 
transplant Swiss mountain roses in 
the Canadian Pacific Rockies. These 
roses, which were brought from 
Switzerland’ by Dr. Huebscher, late 
Swiss Consul at Montreal, are ex-, 
tremely hardy and only thrive above 
elevations of 3,000 feet. The initial 
plantings will be made in the gardens 
of the Canadian Pacific hotels at Banff 
and Lake Louise. 

Mr. R. C. Smith of the Land Settle¬ 
ment Board was a visitor to the Black- 
ie district on Tuesday making arrange¬ 
ments for the arrival of a family of 
six from the Old Country who will bo 
placed on the J. H. Harrow farm, 
south east of Blackie. There is an ex¬ 
cellent house and a flowing well on 
this farm and a small bam and chick¬ 
en house will be erected previous to 
their arrival here. The work will be 
performed by a returned soldier. 

Longing for a smoke while walking 
recently through the pine woods of 
Tegeler, Germany, near Berlin, two 
young girls started a fire that con¬ 
sumed twenty acres of fine timber in 
two hours. A lighted cigarette end, 
carelessly cast aside, ignited the dry 
pine needles. The girls tried to put 
out the fire, but could not, and then 
gave the alarm, but it was then too 
late. They are now in jail and wilt be 
sued for the loss of the forest. 

According to the figures of the De¬ 
partment of Immigration and Coloni¬ 
zation a total of 43,775 Canadians, 
who had been resident in the United 
States for a period of six months or 
longer, returned to the Dominion dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year ended March 31st, 
1925, or an average of 3,648 per month 
An analysis of the figures shows 36,- 
473 to have been Canadian bom citi¬ 
zens, and 4,487 British subjects who 
had acquired a Canadian domicile and 
2,815 naturalized Canadian citizens.

The twenty-third annual distribution' 
of seedlings and cuttings of trees for| 
shelter belts and windbreaks planting > 
in the Prairie Provinces has been com- j 
pleted by the Dominion Forestry! 
Branch from their nurseries at Indian I 
Head and Sutherland. The Sutherland I 
farm this year established a record of; 
2,600,000 being shipped to 3,050 appli-l 
cants. The forestry station at Indian) 
Head has shipped 2,400,000 trees to 2,- 
555 applicants, making a total ship¬ 
ment of five (billion trees. 

John Bache-Wiig, inventor of a piyi- 
cess for making paper out of straw 
is to visit the province next-week, for 
the purpose of investigating the pos¬ 
sibilities of making paper from the 
straw from Alberta’s grain fields. For 
some time experiments have been car¬ 
ried on along this line, as a result of 
the effort of th^ provincial trade com¬ 
missioner's office, and some very fine 
samples of paper have been produced. 
The inventor is to advise on the best 
location in the province for the estab¬ 
lishment of an industry. 

Not in the history of the province 
has there been so much activity in the 
oil ■ fields as is the case this season. 
The chief activity is in the Turner 
Valley Field, south of Calgary, where 
the first strike of oil was made in 1914 
and wbdre now there are several pro¬ 
ducing wells, one of which is the Roy¬ 
alite No. 4, owned by a_subsidary of 
the Imperial Oil Co., add which is pro¬ 
ducing over 300 barrels per day of 
high grade, gasoli^ 1 . Several new 
.wells are being sunk in the vicinity of 
this well, by various companies, and 
the entire field has been blanketed 
with leases. Other activity is noted in 
the Coutts field south of Lethbridge, 
where heavy gas flows have been 
struck in qie wells already sunk, and 
in the Wainwright field east of Ed¬ 
monton, where se v eral wells are being 
put down. 

Word has been received by the Joint 
Organization pommittee of the dairy, 
livestock and poultry pools that W. J. 
Park, president and managing direc¬ 
tor of the Fraser Valley Milk Produc¬ 
ers Association, will come to Alberta 
for one week to assist the pools in 
their di ive for membership which 
starts June 8th. It is expected that 
Mr. Park will be here for the first 
week of the drive He will address 
meetings at several places in the prov¬ 
ince. Mr. Park has had much to do 
with the success in co-operative mark¬ 
eting of dairy products by the Fraser 
Valley Association. The farmers in 
this pool have been getting from three 
to four cents more for their butterfat 
"than the Alberta farmers, and gener¬ 
ally speaking have been able to get 
about 70 per cent, of the price the con¬ 
sumer paid for their products, as com¬ 
pared with about 50 per cent, which 
the Alberta producers get. Mr. Park 
will be able to give some very inter¬ 
esting information about co-operative 
marketing bo the Alberta farmers.

A cyclone passed through the dis¬ 
trict last Saturday, and picked up a 
Ford car on the Macleod trail about 
three miles north of Okotoks, and car¬ 
ried it into a field upsetting it, and in- 
jurying the occupants, - one of whom 
died in the hospital in Calgary the 
same evening. 

Sixty-two billion tons of coal, half

The prices of' 
grains have been gradually on the in¬ 
crease of late reflecting the real con¬ 
ditions of the early reported short¬ 
ages of the world’s crops notwith¬ 
standing the professional attempts to 
dispell this belief by the late forcing 
down of prices. The local prices being 
paid by the elevators here at the pres- 
ent time is wheat $1.68, oats 46 cents, 
barley 69 cents and rye 97 cents. I

The tourists of any country adver¬ 
tise it for better or for worse, depend¬ 
ing upon the impressions made on 
them and the treatment accorded them 
by the local citizens while they are 
stopping in the community.

They will remember 
an overcharge long after you have 
spent the money it represents. A pen¬ 
ny gained in overcharging is a dollar 
lost to your community’s future. The 
Bible says something about turning 
the stranger from the door lest you 
may turn away an angel unawares. So 
it is with the tourist. Remember,he has 
the energy, the ambition and the mon¬ 
ey come on a long trip, and the 
courtesy to make your town one of 
his Objective points. Good hotel fac¬ 
ilities always help a community to 
grow. And with good hotels should 
come ample and well-managed auto 
camp grounds. Although some folks 
“turn up their noses” at so-called “tin 
can tourists’’, they are often future 
valuable citizens in disguise. 

TWO BANKS MERGE 

Substantial economies in manage¬ 
ment and a very large saving by 
amalgamation at points where both 
banks are represented was forecast on 
May 22 by Sir Herbert Holt, president 
of the Royal Bank of Canada, who 
gave out a statement regarding the 
purchase of the Union Bank of Cana¬ 
da by the Royal Bank. Sir Herbert 
said that in his opinion the merger 
would prove advantageous to the 
shareholders and customers of both 
institutions. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the Royal Bank has 536 branches 
in Canada and the Union Bank 327 
branches, the two banks are competi¬ 
tors at only 50 points. After amal¬ 
gamation, Sir Herbert said the Royal 
Bank will have 913 branches in Cana¬ 
da and, including foreign offices, a to¬ 
tal of 923 branches. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Mr. Dangerfield, of the Alberta Gov¬ 
ernment Cream Grading staff, com¬ 
menced his duties at the High River 
Creamery on Monday last. Mr. Dang¬ 
erfield comes here highly recommend¬ 
ed and we feel sure cream shippers 
will receive fair and just treatment at 
his hands. 

The following interesting informa¬ 
tion is from a reliable source. During 
last year there were 5,616 Methodist 
young men married in Ontario. Of 
these 3,454 were married to Mbthodist 
young women, and 820 to Presbyter¬ 
ian young men, 2,065 were married to 
Presbyterian young women, and 941 
to Methodist. 

Exports of agricultural and vege¬ 
table products from Canada during 
1924 were valued at $445,516,290, an 
increase of $29,305,300 over 192. Wood 
and paper exports ranked second last 
year with a total of $255,389,780. 

The statistics with respect to the 
export of live stock from Alberta dur¬ 
ing the past show that 12,783 horses 
and 195,207 cattle were exported. 
Shipments between local points within 
the province totalled 5,618 horses and 
106,456 cattle. 

Nearly 70,000 bushels of pure seed 
grain were handled and marketed by 
the Alberta Provincial Seed Plant dur¬ 
ing 1924. The indications are that in 
the present season almost as much 
will be handled in spite of the short¬ 
age of high class seed production. 

The 14th annual report on labour 
organization in Canada, for the year 
1924 just issued by the Department 
of Labour, shows a decline in mem¬ 
bership from 278,092 in 1923, to 260,- 
643 in 1924, and an also yearly decline 
since 1919, when the membership was

JOIN THE POOL 

| Under a well conceived and highly 
efficient oo-operative system the hap- 
I py fanners in Holland and Denmark 
i receive eighty cents net out of every 
dollar the oonsumer or export market 
pays for their products. This leaves 
twenty cents for handling and trans¬ 
portation. In the United States the 
farmers receive 33 per cent only out 
of the one dollar ultimate value they 
produced. Transportation and middle 
men (with emphasis on the latter) re¬ 
ceived 67 per cent. In Canada we re¬ 
ceive rather more than that propor¬ 
tion on our wheat, but rather less on 
nearly all other agricultural products. 
On the whole, the intensive farm with 
us is about on the same scale as the 
farm pn the other side of the line. 
Uncle Sam’s “Agricultural Commis¬ 
sion” is on the job, however, and we 
may expect some results, although up 
to the present this body seems to have 
focussed its attention very strongly on 
the question of high tariff protection 
for agricultural products, which would 
doubtless considerably help the farmer 
considerably injure the domestic con¬ 
sumer, and would not materially hurt 
the foreigner, because if the tariff be¬ 
came effective, domestic prices would 
go up to the extent of the tariff inci¬ 
dence , and the buyer in the United 
States would, of course, pay this on 
imported food stuffs, leaving the for¬ 
eign producer just where he was be¬ 
fore. When one sits down and con¬ 
templates the difference in price be¬ 
tween the hog on the hoof and the 
bacon on the breakfast table, between 
the hide and the tanned leather, be¬ 
tween the apple in the orchard and the 
apple on the home table, and so on all 
the way down the list, one wonders 
why farmers at their meetings waste 
so much time on academic discussions 
on the monetary situation and similar 
more or less unprofitable and unsolv- 
ahle subjects. Here is a man-sized 
problem which completely overshad¬ 
ows all the other grievances and near¬ 
grievances we hear so much about. 
And it is one that, in good time, the 
farmer can largely settle for himself 
as he did the wheat marketing prob- 
'em. Of course, it cannot be done by 
passing new laws, however attractive 
such a course would appear to most 
of us. Nor Is it a job which we can 
delegate to “George” to do either. 
But the farmer is making headway in 
the West. All the various pool organ¬ 
izations for handling the products of 
our farms which are now in process of 
formation constitute steps in the right 
direction. With the gradual elimina¬ 
tion of the horde of middlemen who 
now fatten on the farmers’ entrails, 
western agricultural ' will sail into 
smooth water. We must learn to think 
and act co-operatively and all goodj 
things will follow.—Farm and Ranch 
Review.

MARKET REPORT S THECRAND TRUNK 


A Resume of Market Conditions ss 
Published by Market Examiner 1 


Beef—Prices have dropped consid¬ 
erably during: the past week on the 
Calgary market. Choice heavy steers 
$6.76@>$7.00, with a few making: $7.2i>; 
choice light $6,25<®$6.50; good from 
$6@$6.25; medium $5@)$5.60; common 
$3@$4,50. Choice heifers $6@$6.25; 
good $4.50(a)$5.50. Choice cows $5.25 
@>$5.50; good $4.75@$5; medium $4@> 
$4.50; common $3@>$3.60; canners $1.- 
60@$2. Choice bulls $2@>$2.50; med¬ 
ium $1.75@)$2.25; canners from $1.25 
up. Choice light calves $10, with some 
at $7 and $8; common kinds bring 
from $3.50@)$5. Feeders, Stockers— 
Not many light feeders being offered 
and price would be in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $4.50; stock steers $3@>$4.60; 
stock heifers $2@>$3; stock cows $2@> 
$2.50. 

Hogs—Values on the'Calgary mark¬ 
et have been gradually decreasing 
since last Thursday. Prices on Wed¬ 
nesday were $11; 10 per cent premium 
for bacon. 

Sheep—Receipts on both the Cal- 
-gary and Edmonton markets are very 
light. Edmonton reports that the 
market there was inclined to be weak 
and -quotations are around $13 for 
lambs. 

Grain—Pri.ces are still aiming at the 
two dollar mark, helped chiefly by the 
good export demand. Crop reports 
the south say that everything is look¬ 
ing very favorable for a bumper sea¬ 
son, and the dry area is looking better 
this year than it has done for a num¬ 
ber of years. In some places the seed¬ 
ing has been completed. Germination 
has been delayed by the cold weather. 

No change has taken place in butter 
pi ices, but the local creamerymen are 
of the opinion that there will be a 
drop in the near future as the produc- 
tiorf is picking up, and the warmer 
weather is now at hand. Cream—Val¬ 
ues have dropped two cents in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan has also come down 
to the same level that is being paid 
here. No more has come from Mani¬ 
toba, but it is believed that they will 
j be in line by the first of the week, as 
they are shipping to the eastern mar¬ 
ket which is not overly strong. Cheese 
—Production in the west is increasing, 
and can now supply demand. , 

Marketing is slower than it has 
been for a considerable time; most of 
receipts going into storage as it is not 
profitable to ship to the east or States. 
Merchants in Crow’s Nest taking all 
I the southern shipments. Poultry— 
Trading quiet with only receipts being 
a few fat hens and old roosters; few 
broilers on the market hut prices too 
high, and dealers not quoting so much 
per lb. but a certain price for the 
birds, which are in fine shape, good 
quality being handled that is coming 
out of storage. 

Hay—Demand for oats and green 
feed is good, but the deliveries®!; not 
heavy enough to take care of trade. 
During the past week th6ie has not 
t een such a heavy call for hay as exis¬ 
ted previous to that time; dealers say 
that this is chiefly due to a fairly 
u.rge percentage of the crops being in. 
Buyers at Edmonton are finding it 
hard to establish a quotation, for they 
say that the price paid largely de¬ 
pends on where it is being loaded. Re¬ 
ceipts are not very heavy but the de¬ 
mand is in the same situation. 

Potatoes—There is still a fair de¬ 
mand existing for seed potatoes, but 
after next week the dealers expect 
that trade will be quiet. Spuds from 
the east are still being handled by lo¬ 
cal jobbers, and they report that pri¬ 
ces are - holding steady, quotations be¬ 
ing around $35 per ton, while local 
spuds are selling at $33 per ton. 
There are a\£ew potatoes from the 
coast on the market but not many; 
prices are too high for the dealers to 
handle them.

Some British investors who put 
money into. Grand Trunk railway 
stock keep up the recital of their 
grievances against Canada anti its 
Government because they have lost 
their investment and because the Can¬ 
adian Government has taken, over the 
railway, but one hardly expected that 
any Canadian who knew the facts 
would tell us that Canada had damag¬ 
ed her credit badly in the British mar¬ 
kets by her treatment of the Grand 
Trunk shareholders!: it is open to 
question whether Canada’s credit ever 
stood higher in the markets of the 
world, conditions considered, than it 
does today. In discussion in Par¬ 
liament on the Canadian National 
Railway’s on Tuesday week, Hon. Mr. 
Graham, Minister of Railways, and 
Hon. Mr. Meighen both spoke on this 
complaint, showing the utter baseless¬ 
ness of it, as directed against the 
Dominion Government or the Canadian 
people. Mr. Graham went into it in 
some detuil on the Grand Tiunk stock 
to show that the shareholders Were in 
an infinitely better position than they 
would have been had the Grand Trunk 
been allowed to go into liquidation; 
the Dominion of Canada, he said, had 
never declined nor even hesitated to 
honor any of its liabilities; the Can¬ 
adian Government, no matter what 
party was in power, had never re¬ 
pudiated its undertaking and never 
would. Mr. Meighen, who had dealt 
with the Grand Trunk purchase at 
first hand, backed up the Minister and 
said:— 

“In this relation I join with him em¬ 
phatically in his definition of the con¬ 
duct of the late Government in respect 
to the Grand Trunk railway and its 
shareholders, and in his description of 
the position this country assumes be¬ 
fore those shareholders and the invest¬ 
ing public generally. I know of nothing 
ever advanced against a country or a 
government more utterly unfounded 
and absurd than the complaints of 
Grand Trunk Shareholders as respects 
their treatment in the late negotiation 
and arbitration between them and the 
Government of Canada, t do not think 
the blame is attributable wholly to the 
shareholders themselves—indeed, only 
in a mearge degree. The fact is that 
the Grand Trunk Railway directorate,- 
principally by its Grand Trunk Pacific 
adventure but as well by its inefficient 
long distance management of the sys¬ 
tem, had themselves over a series of 
years wrecked the enterprise; and 
over those years, While their enter¬ 
prise was being wrecked by them¬ 
selves they did not disclose the full 
facts to their shareholders, with the 
result that in the end the shareholders 
were taken by surprise and were led 
by the directorate to believe that the 
sad fate which had overtaken them 
was the consequence of harsh treat¬ 
ment by the Government of Canada. 
The minister Is entirely right when 
he says that if we had not opened at 
their request, negotiations with the 
company, the result would have been 
the bankruptcy of the Grand Trunk. 
Following the bankruptcy there would 
necessarily have been liquidation and 
sale. To avoid this consequence, and 
as well to show that we were prepared 
to treat shareholders outside of Can¬ 
ada in precisely the same way as we 
treated shareholders in Canada, we 
first of all offered a certain definite 
amount per year, increasing with the 
years, distributable among share¬ 
holders by the directorate themselves, 
as a purchase price of the system. No 
similar offer was made the sharehold¬ 
ers of the Canadian Northern. Over 
this offer they deliberated for almost a 
year. They verbally rejected it from 
the beginning, and finally in definite 
form rejected it. Had they accepted, 
it would have meant something to the 
shareholders who now complain—it 
would not have meant much, but 
something. An alternative offer which 
Ve made they accepted—an offer of 
arbitration. Anil it would be no in¬ 
formation to the House to be told that 
in respect of the phase of the agree¬ 
ment to which the minister has refer- 
red--the phase which declared that 
the money we were paying by way of 
annual outlay to the shareholders 
should go to the guaranteed stock¬ 
holders first and that only what should 
be awarded by the arbitrators should 
go to the holders of preference or 
common stock—was naturally dictated 
by the Grand Trunk directorate itself. 
It did not matter a whit to us how the 
money was divided. It did not mattoi 
a whit to us whether the guaranteed 
stock holders were paid in whole or 
whether a part of the motleys were left 
over to he paid to the preference 
stockholders. Naturally the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada was not interested; if 
the directorate had preferred that only 
a percentage of the moneys we under¬ 
took to pay should go to the guaran-

These retiring allowances may 
have been fairly justified, had the di¬ 
rectors the money in hand to pay them 
but they had not the money; it came 
out of people of Canada. The Grand 
Trunk shareholders came out much 
better with the Dominion Government 
and the people of Canada ’ than they 
would have done had the Grand Trunk 
gone into liquidation, or had under¬ 
gone a process of re-organization in 
which new capital would have ranked 
ahead of the older stock. 


NORTH POLE FLIGHT 

Roald Amundson and party of five, 
who hopped off in two seaplanes with 
60(H) pounds of equipment i neach for 
the north pole six days ago, have not 
been Heard from since, although it 
was expected, if all went wpll, that 
they would be back to their starting 
point within twenty-four hours. The 
flying distance was about 1360 miles 
to the pole and hack and they carried 
gas sufficient to make it with 180 
miles to spare. The -continued ab¬ 
sence of word from the flyers has 
caused general apprehension and al¬ 
ready plans are under way for relief 
expeditions hut hope is not yet aban_ 
doneil that they are alive and will re¬ 
turn. It would be the middle of the 
summer of 1926 before their fate can 
be learned if they were mpiired to 
make a return on foot.
